1 . (Previously Presented) A portable electronic device, comprising; 
a bousing; 

computing electronics supported by the housing, including a processor, a display 
controller coupled to the processor and memory coupled to the processor; 

an expandable display coupled to the display comroUer, the expandable display is 
expandable from a first size to a second size, the first size being different than the second size» 
the display being vievvable by a user in both the first size and second size configurations; and 

a sensor coupled to the processor, the sensor configured to provide a signal 
representative of the size of the display. 

2. (Original) The portable electronic device of claim 1, vdierein the computing 
electronics run a program to interpret the signal and to reformat mformation on the display, to fill 
the display screen. 

3. (Original) The portable electronic device of claim 2, wherebi the reformat 
includes displaying more infoimotion on tiie display, 

4. (Original) The portable electronic device of claim 2, wheiein the reformat 
includes displaying less information on the display. 

5. (Original) The portable electronic device of claim 2, wherein the reformat 
includes displaying the same amount of information at a different resolution. 

6. (Original) The portable electronic device of claim 1^ wherein the expandable 
display hioludes a foldable display. 
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7. (Original) The portable electronic device of claim 1, wherein the e3q)an4able 
display includes a tollable display. 

8. (Original) The portable electronic device of claim 7, wherein the hotising includes 
an aperture wherein a user may view information through the aperture on a portion of the rollable 
display within the housing 

9. (Original) The portable electronic device of claim 1 , Mdieiein the sensor includes a 
binge sensor. 

10. (Original) The portable electronic device of claim 1, wherein iht sensor includes 
an eleotrotextile sensor. 

1 1 . (Original) The portable electronic device of claim 1 , wherein the sensor includes a 
magnetic sensor. 

12. (Original) The portable electronic device of claim 1 , wherein the sensor includes 
an electrical sensor. 

13. (Original) The portable electronic device of claim 1 , vdierein the sensor includes 
an optical sensor, 

14. (Currently Amended) A method of providing information to a user of an 
electronic device, comprising: 

providhig a first amount of user information on a display in a first size 

configuration; 

physically resizing the display to a second size configuration; 
sensingi automatically, the second size configuration of the display; and 
refoimatdng the displayed image according to the second size configuration. 

15. (Original) The method of claim 14 wherem the reformatting includes displaying a 
second amount of user information on the display in the second configuration. 
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16. (Original) The method of claim 1 5 wherein the second ^ount of user infonnation 
is more than the first amount of user information, 

17. (Original) The method of claim 1 5 wherein the first amount of user infonnation is 
the same as the second amount of user information, and the second amount of user information is 
displayed at a different resolution. 

1 8. (Currently Amended) A display for an electronic device, comprising: 
a first display surface, the first display surface being visible in a first 

configuration; 

a second display sur&ce, the second display surface being larger than the first 
display surface, the second display surface being visible in a second configuration; and 

a sensor configured to provide a configuration signal representative of the display 
being in one of the first configuration and the second configuration when the_configuratiQn is 
phvsicallv chanred from the first confitoiration to the second configuration, 

1 9. (Original) The display of claim 1 8 i;^rein the first and second display surfaces 
are part of a foldable display, 

20. (Original) The display of claim 1 8 wherein the first and second display sur&ces 
are part of a reliable display. 

21. (Original) The display of claim 18 wherein the sensor includes a hinge sensor. 

22. (Original) The display of claim 1 8 wherein the sensor includes an electrotextile 

sensor. 

23. (Original) The display of claim 1 8 wherehi the sensor kicludes a magnetic sensor. 

24. (Original) The display of claim 18 wherein the sensor includes an electrical 

sensor. 
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25. (Original) The display of claim 18 wherein the sensor includes an optical sensor. 

26. (Currently Amended) A portable electronic device configured to provide 
infoitnation to a user of the portable electronic deviee» comprishig: 

a means for providing a first amount of user information on a display in a first size 

configuration; 

a means for physically resizing the display to a second size configuration; 

a means for sensing, automatically, the second size configuration of the display; 

and 

a means for reformatting the displayed image according to the second size 

configuration. 

27. (Original) The portable electronic device of claim 26 yAx&ceiR the means for 
reformatting includes a means displaying a second amount of user information on the display in 
the second configuration. 

28. (Original) The portable electronic device of claim 27 herein the second amoimt 
of user information is more than the first amount of user information. 

29. (Original) the portable electronic device of claim 27 wherein the first amount of 
user information is the same as the second amount of user information, and the second amount of 
user information is di^layed at a different resolution. 
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
